Police are digging deeper to see if 
someone might be targeting city 
dogs after a piece of meat was 
found at an off-leash area this 
week, the second in a month. 

“It’s concerning,” said Const. 
Mark Dehid of EPS, who said he 
has taken the raw steak found at 
Patricia Heights along with anoth¬ 
er found in March at Buena Vista 
Park for testing. 

EPS is also considering foul play 
after two sudden dog deaths, one 
reported in Metro on March 30 
involving a healthy Lab dying with¬ 
in 24 hours of being at Terwille- 
gar Park. 

The second incident police are 
probing involved a dog that died 
after visits to Grand Trunk’s off- 


leash area and a park in Strath- 
cona County around March 18. 

While it is possible pets are just 
nosing into things now being 
uncovered with spring’s thaw, 
police are looking into whether 
there is “suspicious activity that 
has happened,” Dehid explained. 

In the meantime, they are warn¬ 
ing dog owners to watch pets close- 

ly- 

“A common factor is that all of 
these incidents are at off-leash 
parks,” said Dehid. “It is something 
we need to monitor at this point.” 

Police are asking anyone who 
finds meat or whose dogs get ill 
after a trip to a city park to report 
it to EPS at a station’s front count¬ 
er. • SHELLEY WILLIAMSON

Twitchell

Eveiy lie an amateur film¬ 
maker told in the 
tumultuous weeks before 
and after he killed and cut 
up a total stranger was 
thrown back at him Thurs¬ 
day at his murder trial in 
Edmonton. 

Mark Twitchell acknowl¬ 
edged on the witness stand 
that he lied to friends, fam¬ 
ily, his wife, his mistress, 
the victim, the victim’s 
friends, a potential victim 
and pohce. 

Some lies took days to 
construct, he testified, 
while others were concoct¬ 
ed on the spur of the 
moment. 

Twitchell, who is 
charged with the first- 
degree murder of Johnny 
Altinger, has admitted that 
he killed him, but testified 
that he did it in self- 
defence when a publicity 
stunt went wrong. 

At one point during 
Thursday’s cross-examina¬ 
tion, Twitchell even 
critiqued his acting when 
telhng his lies. 

“I’m surprised someone 
would buy that,” he told 
court as the packed galleiy 
watched a large-screen 
video of a police interroga¬ 
tion of Twitchell shortly af¬ 
ter Altinger disappeared 
Oct. 10, 2008. 

On the video, Twitchell 
appears shocked when he 
learns Altinger has 
disappeared after telling 
friends he was heading to a 
garage Twitchell had rent¬ 
ed on Edmonton’s south 
side. 

“A lot of that was over¬ 
acted,” Twitchell said.

O U.S. hopes Canada makes our shared carbon footprint key in elections 
O Obama calls Alberta oilsands the tar sands, questions their viability 


They don’t want our 
“dirty” oil — and they 
want to kill the Canadian- 
built pipeline that would 
pump it across their fertile 
plains. 

An outspoken coalition 
of American mayors is urg¬ 
ing Canadian voters to 
grill federal election candi¬ 
dates on clean-energy al¬ 
ternatives to Alberta’s 
oilsands. They oppose a 
plan that would see Alber¬ 


ta’s “tar sands” oil 
pumped across their coun¬ 
try to the Texas Gulf Coast 
through the $ 13-billion 
Keystone XL pipeline. 

“As our friendly north¬ 
ern neighbours, we ab¬ 
solutely want Canada to 
be having this discussion,” 
Mayor Jennifer Hoster- 
man, of Pleasanton, Calif., 
said in an interview. 

“1 believe the pipeline is 
a multibillion-dollar in¬ 


vestment to expand our 
reliance on the dirtiest 
source of transportation 
fuel currently available. 
It’s a bad idea.” 

Hosterman is one of 
three U.S. mayors who 
told The Canadian Press 
they want to see Canadi¬ 
ans using their election 
campaign to talk about 
North America’s shared — 
and at times competing — 
energy and greenhouse- 


gas-reduction challenges. 

The issue surfaced 
briefly on the campaign 
trail Thursday, one day af¬ 
ter U.S. President Barack 
Obama referred to north¬ 
ern Alberta’s oil flelds as 
“tar sands,” telling a Penn¬ 
sylvania town hall meet¬ 
ing “there are some 
environmental questions 
about how destructive 
they are.”

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Defender doubts 
jury’s objectivity 
in kidnapping trial 

O Court surprised by not guilty pleas O Man charged 
with kidnapping, forcible confinement and rape 


An expected guilty plea by a 
convicted sex offender ac¬ 
cused of kidnapping and 
raping a girl when she was 
11 and holding her captive 
for 18 years was derailed 
Thursday when his lawyer 
alleged a grand juiy was im¬ 
properly selected and acted 
inappropriately 

Public defender Susan 
Gellman, who represents 
defendant Phillip Garrido, 
made the claim during a 
brief hearing where Garri¬ 
do and his wife and co-de¬ 
fendant Nancy Garrido 
entered not guilty pleas to 
kidnapping, rape and other 
charges contained in an 



amended indictment. 

Victim Jaycee Dugard 
was snatched off her fami¬ 
ly’s street in June 1991 
while walking to a bus stop. 
Authorities said she and her 
two children, who were fa¬ 


thered by Garrido, were 
kept in a hidden backyard 
compound, never attending 
school or receiving medical 
attention. They finally 
resurfaced in August 2009 
when authorities said 
Phillip Garrido took them 
to a meeting with his pa¬ 
role officer. 

Gellman did not elabo¬ 
rate on her claim in the 
courtroom Thursday but 
said outside that she had 
questions about the racial 
and geographic makeup of 
the grand juiy that initially 
indicted the Garridos last 
September.

O RBC poll finds young adults are putting off buying a home for at least a 
year O They cite worries about down payment, high prices, mortgages 


As home prices continue 
to outpace income growth, 
many young Canadians 
have decided to postpone 
home ownership, the Roy¬ 
al Bank of Canada says. 

RBC’s annual home- 
ownership poll found that 
55 per cent of Canadians 
aged 18 to 34 say it makes 
sense to put off a home 


purchase until next year. 
That’s 10 percentage 
points more than the na¬ 
tional average for all ages. 

Meanwhile, about half 
of young people who have 
already bought a home say 
their mortgage is eating up 
too much of their income, 
suggesting their peers may 
have good reason to wait.

— is driving up prices of 


some items. 

Dollarama Inc. has been 
selhng merchandise for one 
to two dollars, with some 
higher-priced items, for the 
past two years. Items that 
cost more than one dollar 
accounted for 42 per cent of 
sales in the fourth quarter, 
and are likely to reach 50 
per cent. 

“It’s not going to go the 
other way, that’s for dam 
sure,” Rossy said.

WASHINGTON. 

Astronomers are 
puzzling over an 
extraordinaiy cosmic 
blast in a distant galaxy. 

The gamma-ray explo¬ 
sion was observed 
March 28 by NASA’s 
Swift satellite. Flaring 
from such an event usu¬ 
ally lasts a couple of 
hours. 

Scientists say this 
blast is unusual because 
the effects are long-last¬ 
ing. 

More than a week lat¬ 
er, they continue to see 
high-energy radiation 
spiking and fading at 
the source. 

The burst was likely 
caused by a star that was 
ripped apart after drift¬ 
ing too close to a super- 
massive black hole. 

Since the explosion, 
the Hubble Space 
Telescope and Chandra 
X-ray Observatory have 
focused on the 
aftermath. 

Hubble will observe if 
the galaxy’s core 
changes brightness in 
the coming days. 

The galaxy is 3.8 bil¬ 
lion light years from 
Earth. A light year is 
about six trillion miles 
(9.6 trillion kilometres).

Richard Crouse: Mark, 
“Arthur Redux” isn’t an 
improvement on the origi¬ 
nal, but it isn’t a complete 
waste of time either. I real¬ 
ly think your enjo 3 mient of 
Arthur, the remake of the 
30-year-old Dudley Moore 
comedy, is in direct ratio 
to your enjo 3 mient of Rus¬ 
sell Brand. His brand of 
Brit-speak verbal diarrhea 
works in small doses, the 
trick here is to see 
whether audiences will sit 
through two hours of 
word-play rivalled only by 
Charlie Sheen on a crack 
fuelled Internet rant. 

Mark Breslin: I liked the 
movie. In fact, I really 
liked it when I saw it in 
1980. It is in no way supe¬ 


rior to the original, but 
Russell Brand does pull it 
off, although with far less 
subtlety than Dudley 
Moore. The lines are good 
if not great, but I thought 
everybody else in the film 
paled in comparison. Even 
the great Helen Mirren 
was no John Gielgud, and 
Greta Gerwig still seems 
like she’s the best thing in 
a student film. 

RC: Mirren may not equal 
Gielgud here, but it’s al¬ 
most worth the price of ad¬ 
mission to see her wear a 
Darth Vader mask. As for 
Gerwig I honestly think 
she’s the best thing in the 
movie. She’s naturally 
charismatic and as un-Hol- 
l 5 ^ood an actor as we have 


in Holl 3 Avood films right 
now. She’s quirky, cool and 
without her the movie 
wouldn’t be nearly as effec¬ 
tive. The second half, when 
it takes a turn for the 
touching, is better than the 
“funny” first half and she’s 
responsible for that. 

MB: Interesting. It’s the 
second, “serious” half of 
the movie that didn’t work 
for me. Brand lacks the 
tragic element that Moore 
brought, probably because 
at five-foot-two Dudley 
looks vulnerable (and in¬ 
fantile) from the start. And 
not to attack Ms. Gerwig, 
but I didn’t get why Arthur 
would choose her as a ro¬ 
mantic interest above all 
others. 


She wasn’t all that wild 
or even all that Bohemian. 
I thought Luis Guzman 
was a far better match, al¬ 
though that would have 
been a very different 
movie. Nice to see Nick 
Nolte, although his ex¬ 
tended cameo does not 
qualify as a comeback ve¬ 
hicle. 

RC: Funny how we’ve spent 
veiy little time discussing 
the star of the movie. Brand 
can deliver a joke, unfortu¬ 
nately in the first half of 
the movie he delivers eveiy 
line like they are all punch 
lines. Like the character 
he’s pla 5 dng, he’s not as 
charming as he thinks he 
is, but he can raise a smile 
here and there.

Rick Miller endured

Miller sees Mulroney’s 
legacy as clearly split and 
haunted by Pierre 
Trudeau. 

“He is loved and 
loathed,” Miller said, 
“Trudeau has more scan¬ 
dals than Mulroney, but 
you can’t just look at the 
scandals. He won more 
seats than Trudeau ever 
won. 1 can hear him now, 
‘Maybe there was that 
Trudeau movie on the 
CBC, but 1 got an OPERA!”’

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‘Story that we told out of respect’ 

O Beleaguered Kennedys series set to hit Canadian TV Sunday

Canadian actress Kristin 
Booth says she had no 
qualms about joining the 
beleaguered eight-part 
miniseries The Kennedys, 
even though the Toronto- 
shot historical drama was 
mired in political contro¬ 
versy that threatened to 
shut down production. 

The bubbly 36-year-old, 
who plays Ethel Kennedy, 
says she simply saw an am¬ 
bitious period piece with a 
stellar cast and intriguing 
subject matter. 

Besides, she says, it was 
a given that the miniseries 
would have to involve 
some creative invention. 

“When you’re trying to 
tell a story about the rela¬ 
tionships of these infa¬ 
mous people — behind the 
closed doors — yes, there 
are going to be liberties 
taken,” says Booth, noting 
the Canadian-produced se¬ 
ries focuses on the oft-ffac- 
tured familial 


relationships. 

“But with the actual his¬ 
torical facts, no — there 
were no liberties taken. 
And anybody who wants to 
argue that can pick up one 
of the books.... The 
Kennedy Men is a great 
book and one of the ones 
that I read during my re¬ 
search and everything that 
we depict in the miniseries 
is told in that book.” 


Booth — whose TV ap¬ 
pearances include The Bor¬ 
der and Flashpoint — is 
well-practised at handling 
questions about the pro¬ 
duction’s beleaguered his¬ 
tory. She’s just wrapped a 
press tour south of the bor¬ 
der, where she says parti¬ 
san views were palpable. 

The series debuted on 
the U.S. network 
ReelzChannel on April 3, a 


full week before it is set to 
hit Canadian airwaves on 
History Television this Sun¬ 
day. 

“There is such a divide 
in the U.S. right now be¬ 
tween the Democrats and 
the Republicans and this 
has really showcased that,” 
says Booth, who attended a 
glitzy Kennedys red carpet 
in Los Angeles last week. 

“Any publication that 
has any leaning to the right 
has given us quite good re¬ 
views and, (on the opposite 
side), anybody who has a 
leaning to the left has sort 
of trashed it and said that 
it’s a slam job. Which it’s 
not. 

“All of us involved in it 
have the utmost respect for 
the Kennedy family and we 
did a ton of research and 
paid very close attention to 
the historical facts when 
we were shooting it. It’s a 
story that we told out of re¬ 
spect.”
